Mesa Verde Former Home of 
_ Many Indians 


Area Contains Most Perfect 
Cliff Dwellings 


Strips Between Canyons Are 
Heavily Timbered 


Something of the beauty and 
picturesque history of Mesa Verde 
National Park was described by 
Jease L. Nusbaum, superintendent 
of the park, in a brief talk over 
The Times radio KHJ last night. 

The park, growing tremendous-

In 1906 Congress created 
Mesa Verde National Park ‘n or- 
der that the “largest, most not- 
able and best-preserved Of all cliff 
dwellings might be protected and 
preserved for enlightenment 
of future generations.” 

Describing the territory in which 

cliff awellings are situated, 

. Nusbaum eald 

“fhe mesa top slopes rapidly 
from the north rim of the Mancos 
River, whih has cut a great 
chasm through it, and the heavy 
wiater snows have eroded a great 
many narrow conyons from north 
to south. Between these canyons, 
narrow, tongue - like tablelands 
were left, and are now covered 
with a hoavy growth of pinon and 
juniper cedar. 

“The finest and largest of the 
cliff dwellings are found in the 
east and west walle of these small- 
er canyons, about midway between 
the north rim and the Mancos Riv- 
er, where wind, frost rain 
have literally gouged out great 
caves in the vertical cliffs. 


LAND CLEARED 

“On these narrow mesas the in- 
Whbitants cleared small plots of 
land, planted their crops in the 
rich red soil and cultivated them 
untiringly and ceremoniously. Most 
of the ceremoni of the pueblos 
were for the suc of their crops 
and the harvest. Watchers in 
lookout towers which dot the mesa 
at points of vantage, kept con- 
stant vigil for enemies, warning 
the men of the fields so they might 
seek and defend their homes and 
their sacred stores. Their homes 
were their forts, protected both by 
nature and by every devite prim- 
itive minds could invent. 
“The generally accepted idea of 
a cliff dwelling, that of a small, 
roughly constructed isolated room 
high up in a niche or cliff, does 
not apply to the dwelli of the 
Mesa Verde. It is true there are 
hundreds of this type in the park, 
but they were store houses and 

naries rather than the homes, 
heir oliff homes were compact 
series or clusters of rooms built 
in every conceivable shape and ar- 
rangement in o.der that every 
available foot of protected space 
might be utilized. The 
cliff or cave ruin, Cliff Palace, con-

“A. Thief m Paradise” is the prize 
hokum picture of the year. Audiences 
may take it seriously if they like, but 
they will do so at their peril. It makes 
a mock of actuality, but « does this so 
giitteringly and entertainingly, and with- 
al so agreeably until the last two or 
three hundred feet, that it is bound to 
attract a great deal of popular interest, 
even if it does make the more discrimi- 
‘nating people leave the theater in an 
irritable frame of mind.
